Tie utilization of the slack coal re- 


Btalting from the processes of mining, 
transportation and handling, and from 
exposure of the product to weatber 
is recognized by economists as one cf 
: the most serious problems connected 


•with the fuel industry. The slack from 
coals suitable for the production of 
coke presents no difficulty, as it is 
in demand for that .purpose, and that 
from coal that dcx;s not coke but caUes 
rather freely can also be used under 
boilers without great loss. Bu: slack 
from coal that Ci.kes less readily can 
be burned only in grates of special 
construction, and even "when so used 
it is troublesome to handle and the 
•waste is much greater 
than 
when 


lump coal Is us EN I. It is, possible to 
obtain the^full vaJue of this slack coal 
as fuel by first forming ii into coher- 
ent masses of briquets. 
That prop- 


erly made briquets may have greater 
fuel value than the original lump coal 
from'which the slack is derived is in- 
dicated by their use in the locomo- 
tives on the Statt. railways of France 
and Belgium wne.i heavy grade, load 
or speed requires the maximum effect 
of traction, Twenty-five per cent, of 
the fuel used by the Belgian State 
railroad department, -which operates 
90 per cent, of :he railways of the 


' kingdom, is in the form of briquets. 


With so great a demand for the pro- 
duct it is but nattiral that the briquet 
industry in these foreign 
countries 


should nave reached a high state of 
development. lu the United States 
progress has been slower chiefly be- 
cause of the abundant supply of cheap 
raw fuel and with which the manufac- 
tured article has to compete. 
With 


millions of acres of coal producing 
lands in which the coal in most places 
can be cheaply mined, it has appear- 
ed in many districts to be more eco- 
nomical to waste the slack than \o at- 
tempt to recover ii at the additional 
expense required for briqueting. For 
this reason large tracts in the an- 
thracite coal regions of Pennsylva- 
nia are covered

unsightly clum 


banks and in bituminous coal regions 
huge piles of unmarketable slack are 
allowed to burn hi order to get rid 
of them. Many thousands o£ tons of 
what-might be converted into usable 
fuel'are therefore wasted every year. 


For the purpose of determining the 


extent to which the manufacture of 
briquets from slacK coal may succeed 
tinder the conditions existing in :he 
United States, an investigation 
has 


been .carried on at the fuel testing 
plant of the Uniteti Stutes Geological 
Survey at St. Loais by James E. 
Mills, whose report on the work has 
just been published by the Survey as 
Bulletin 343. The 
problem 
£O- be 


solved was not alone how to make the 
hest -possible briquet but how to pro- 
duce at a profit a briquet of a satisfac- 
tory grade for the use intended with 
the slacfc and binders available. The 
experiments made by Mr. Stills in- 
clude tests of the Icbavior oE a large 
number of different binders. 
Testa 


•were made with each coal and with 
each binder until the percentage of 
binder required to jiroduce a satisfac- 
tory briquet with that coal was de- 
termined. 
The behavior of the bri- 


quets iu. the fire, and, it necessary, in 
•water, was noted. The binders used 
were examined as to their chemical 
or physical properties, and such mod- 
ification.of each biiider was made as 
seemed likely to x>roduce moat elU- 
cient results. 


The desirable qualities of a binder 


are stated by Mr. Mills as follows: 


It must be sufficiently cheap to 
the manufacture 
of 
briquets 


profitable. 
, It must bind strongly, produc- 


ing a briquet sufficiently hard but 
not too brittle. 


3. It must hold the briquet togeth- 


er satisfactorily in the fire. 


4. It 'must produce a briquet sufli- 


ctently waterproof to stand the condi- 
tions in use. 
5. It should not cause smoke or foul- 
smelling nor corrosive gases nor 
should It foul the flu*-3. 


6. It should not increase the per- 


centage of ash or cl nker. 


7. It should increase, or certainly 


it should not diminish the heat units 
obtainable from a ;jiver. weight of 
fuel.
